For the third time it is my privilege and pleasure to extend 
to the chosen representatives of the people of Wyoming, a cor- 
dial welcome to the Capitol, and to express the hope that this 
regular Biennial Session of the Tenth State Legislature may prove 
harmonious and successful. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Constitution, I sub- 
mit to you at this time such information and recommendations, 
pertaining to the administration of the State Government as seem 
to be of greatest importance. In addition to this message, you 
will have before you for further consideration and guidance, care- 
fully prepared reports from officials in every department and State 
institution. "These reports are so replete with valuable infor- 
mation and timelv suggestions, that they deserve and should re- 
ceive your careful attention. In no better way can you prepare 
yourselves to intelligently undertake the work of this session. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


You assemble under industriál conditions so generally favor- 
able that we can well felicitate ourselves. Despite the wide- 
spread financial panic of a year ago, and the general business 
uncertainty and stagnation caused by the presidential election, 
our State has continued to make substantial progress. We 
weathered the financial storm without the failure of a single 
bank. Our wool growers, who produce more wool than is grown 
in any other state in the Union, have stood the world-wide de- 
pression in wool values with fortitude, and profiting by the knowl- 
edge gained in the hard school of experience, have gone cour- 
ageously to work perfecting plans for the more profitable market- 
ing of the Wyoming wool clip. 

From every section of the State come glowing reports of 
great industrial activity. -Our agricultural resources are con- 
stantly growing in magnitude. A number of the older and larger 
irrigation undertakings are nearing completion, while new enter- 
prises are eagerly sought for by capitalists. Irrigated lands are 
in great demand, and settlers are pouring in from adjacent States, 
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anxious to take advantage of the splendid opportunities offered 
in Wyoming for securing desirable farm lands. Experiments 
in dry farming have been encouraging. With proper soil prep- 
aration, thorough tillage and careful selection of seed, the dif- 
ficulties of farming in this semi-arid region can in great measure 
be overcome. 

During the past four years, our live stock has increased in 
numbers and improved in quality. According to the assessment 
returns, cattle have increased since 1904, 31,558 head, and de- 
creased in assessed valuation $841,370. During this same period 
horses have increased 13,550 head, with an increased valuation 
amounting to $653,338. Sheep have increased 705,871 head, with 
corresponding increase in valuation of $3,642,316.85. 

For the year 1908, the total asessed valuation of lands and 
improvements was $13,864,750.93; town lots and improvements, 
$10,290,843.65; sheep, $8,854,156.50; cattle, $7,066,728; horses, 
$2,639,423. 

Our coal output increased 1,713,271 tons during the past 
two years, and the opportunities for further development seem 
unlimited. Our coal mines aid in building railroads and cities, 
employ thousands of sturdy miners and furnish a splendid home 
market for our agricultural products. Our production of iron 
ore has doubled, and many new discoveries of precious mineral 
ores have been made. The rapid development of the country 
causes our towns and cities to grow proportionately. 

In every city we note the building of many new business 
blocks, beautiful homes, attractive public buildings and a marked 
improvement in streets and sidewalks. Fortunately our moral 
and intellectual development has kept even pace with this great 
material prosperity. The larger degree of civic and State pride, 
so manifest on every side, is most encouraging. By every act 
of vours this growth of local and State. pride should be stimu- 
lated. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The number of different departments in the State Govern- 
ment, and the extent of the State's business have materially in- 
creased during the past few years; and with it necessarily comes 
a large increase in the responsibility and detail work, which must 
center in the Executive Department. Inquiries, relative to every 
conceivable subject, have so multiplied that a card index system 
has been installed, and during the past year it was found neces- 
sary -to employ att additional stenographer the greater portion 
of the time. 


During the past two years, the following moneys have been 
received by me and turned over to the State Treasurer:

DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 


This department has become an established factor in the pro- 
duction of general revenue. The total amount of fees received 
by the Secretary of State for the biennial period ending Sep- 
tember 30th, 1908, amounted to $32,179.55, showing an increase 
of $4,611.35 over the previous biennial period. 

The entire business of this department has been conducted 
in the most creditable manner, and I invite your attention to the 
Biennial Report of the Secretary for full particulars and detailed 
statements. In that report will be found a number of timely and 
important recommendations, which should receive your careful 
consideration. 

The one relative to Dining Car Liquor Licenses has been 
mentioned in previous reports, and, in my message of two years 
ago, I calied attention to the fact that the Dining Car Liquor 
License Provision of the statutes is very indefinite and uncertain. 

I trust this Legislature will take proper action on the sub- 
ject, and I most heartily endorse the recommendation that the 
license rate be increased. 
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CONDITION OF STATE FINANCES. 


The offices of the Auditor and Treasurer are in a measure 
inter-related and co-operative. | No warrant is issued from the 
former without critical investigation and under clear authority 
of law; and no warrant is signed and cashed by the latter, ex- 
cept in compliance with every legal requirement. An immense 
amount of business is transacted through these departments, and 
it is a credit to those who preside over them, that the interests 
of the State have peen so scrupulously guarded and thoroughly 
protected. 

The carefutiv mane reports from the heads of these de- 
partments will give you detailed information relative to the re- 
ceipts and expenditures in every branch of the State Govern- 
ment. 

The total assessed valuation of all the property in the State 
has increased from $51,223,202.87 in 1906, to $67,580,051.12 in 
1908, a gain of $16,356,848.25. Nearly one-half of this sub- 
stantial gain is due to railroad extension, and the increased val- 
uation placed upon railroad property by the State Board of Equal- 
ization. In 1906, we had a total of 1,342.33 ' miles of railroad, 
now we have 1,601.99 miles, showing 259.66 miles of new rail- 
road constructed in Wyoming during that period. In 1906, the 
total assessed valuation of all railroad property amounted to 
$7.859.133.85. In 1908, railroad property valuations amounted to 
$13.783,259.17, showing an increase of $5,923,825.32. 

During the past two years the expenses of State Government 
have increased somewhat, due to the natural growth of the 
State; but the-increased valuations of State property have made 
it possible to raise a sufficient revenue for general purposes, 
with a decreased rate of taxation. The total tax rate for the 
years 1907 and 1908 has been slightly greater than for the two 
years previous, but this is due to special tax levies, authorized 
by the last Legislature for construction of new buildings. 

Two years ago, industrial conditions in Wyoming were ex- 
ceptionally fav orable, and a general condition of wold-wide pros- 
perity prevailed. The last. " Legislature, influenced possibly by 
such favorable financial conditions, wisely authorized extensive 
improvements and the construction of some new State buildings, 
the total cost of which aggregated over $175,000. Among the 
more important, I might mention the building of a new brick 
wing as an addition to the Branch Hospital at Sheridan, which 
with other improvements will cost over $24,000; an appropriation 
of $7,500 for an elevator and other improvements in the Capitol 
building; an addition to the hospital at Rock Springs, costing 
$25,000; an appropriation of $15,000 for improvements and the 
holding of a State Fair at Douglas; the construction of a new 
building for female patients at the State Hospital for the Insane, 
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costing $50,000; the construction of a new building for a Girl's 
Dormitory at the State University, costing $25,000; an appro- 
priation of $15,000 for improvements at the Big Horn Hot 
Springs; a new lighting plant at the Soldiers’ Home, costing 
$2,500, and an act establishing a Home for Feeble Minded, for 
which $15,000 was appropriated. i 

During the past two years, especially since-the financial 
stringency occurred, taxes have seemed high. Certainly, how- 
ever, the State Board of Equalization or other State officials 
should not be held responsible, for they can but carry out the 
instructions of the Legislature, which comes here direct from the 
people. And only under your authority and direction is the rate 
of taxation fixed to comply with your requests. 

The following table giving the condition of the general 
fund, shows the ability of the State to meet its ordinary running 
expenses of Government: :

The total bonded debt of the State January Ist, 1909, was 
$160,000, while on September 3oth, 1908, the State had invested 
$300,710.44 of its permannt funds in interest bearing bonds and 
securities. The securities, held by the State, are yielding an 
annual income of $14,258.50, an average of four and three- 
quarters per cent interest. , 

The Depository Law, recommended in my last message and 
enacted by the Ninth Legislature, has been put into effect with 
satisfactory results. The interest received on deposits for the 
seventeen months ending September 30th, 1908, amounted to 
$12,047.51. By wisely distributing the State Funds to all parts 
of the State, many sections have been tremendously benefited 
and protected, especially during the panic of a year ago. 

The reports of both Auditor and Treasurer contain a number 
of timely recommendations, which I trust will receive prompt at- 
tention. The Auditor's Report also contains the Report of the 
State Board of Equalization, and includes statements of the busi- 
ness transacted by the Insurance Companies for the years 1906 
and 1907. The total receipts of the Auditor's office from In- 
surance fees and taxes for the two years, ending September goth, 
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1908, were $40,620.36, and the Auditor again strongly renews his 
recommendation concerning Insurance fees, : 

It is also recommended that all fees collected by State of- 
fices, commissions and departments, which are not already re- 
quired to be paid into the general fund, be hereafter paid into 
that fund and definite appropriations made for the use of the 
offices or departments, thus affected, Custom in these matters 
should be uniform throughout. 

Heretofore, it has been customary to pay over to the Treas- 
urer of the State University, all funds appropriated and made 
available for the University and Agricultural College. This 
system prevents the State Treasurer making any detailed state- 
ment relative to the fitfancial operations of the University, the 
reports simply showing the amounts paid over in bulk to that 
institution, but giving no information as fo expenditure. The 
finances of the University should be conducted in the same man- 
ner as those of other State instutions. and the expenditures be- 
come a part of the records of the fiscal offices of the State. The 
State Treasurer recommends that all funds of the University 
and Agricultural College be hereafter retained by the State Treas- 
urer until such time as they are expended in regular course upon 
warrants of the State Auditor. In this recommendation, as in 
others, I most heartily concur. 

The 'Treasurer's Report includes a report from the State 

oard of Deposits. The law as a whole is working well, but 
the Doard recommends a slight amendment, so as to provide that 
every officer, employe, department or commission, receiving funds 
to he held in escrow or pending the fulfillment of certain condi- 
tions, shall be required to pay such funds to the State Treas- 
urer to be held by him as trust funds, until such time as they 
are finally disposed of, and that the State Treasurer be re- 
quired to handle such trust funds in the same manner as other 
funds of the State in reference to the provisions of the Deposi- 
torv Law. : 
EDUCATION. 

You will have before you the interesting and accurate Bien- 
nial Report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, at- 
tached to which are complete reports from every County Super- 
intendent of Schools and the President of the State University. 
I ask you to note carefully the excellent recommendations con- 
tained therein. 

The Superintendent reports that never in the history of 
Wyoming has there been so large an enrollment of pupils in the 
public schools, so relatively small a number of school age out 
of school, and such a large, competent, and well paid corps of 
instructors as during the last biennial period. Wyoming now has 
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five hundred and thirty-eight well equipped school buildings cost- 
ing over one million dollars, in which 21,390 pupils receive in- 
struction from eight hundred and'ninety-nine teachers, who re- 
ceive an annual salary amounting to $362,794.90. 
The Compulsory Education Law, passed by the last Legisla- 
ture, has been enforced with satisfactory results. 


UNIVERSITY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, » 


The Sixteenth and Seventeenth Annual Reports of the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees of the University of Wyoming 
are before you in printed form. "These reports include itemized 
tables, prepared by the Treasurer and Secretary, showing receipt 
and disbursement of all University funds. 

'The last Legislature appropriated $25,000 for the erection of 
a Woman's Building to be used as a home for young women 
attending the University. This building is completed and oc- 
cupied. It will afford room for twenty-eight girls. There is 
urgent need for increased accommodations, and an additional ap- 
propriation of $15,000 is required to add another wing to the 
Woman's Building. This would complete the building according 
to the original plans. 

The Board of Trustees also recommends increasing the 
. annual tax levy for current expenses from three-eights to one- 
half mill. 

The total receipts from the State tax for the years 1906- 
I907 were $41,317.43, while the total federal support for the two 
years amounted to $106,000. In view of this generous federal 
aid, and the rapidly increasing numbers of young people in Wyo- 
ming, to whom this higher institution of learning affords such 
splendid opportunities, I believe it is necessary to provide for lib- 
eral co-operation on the part of the State. 

At the Agricultural College there are two large farms, one 
used for agricultural experiments and the other for live stock 
purposes, Both are successful and afford splendid opportunities 
for practical instruction along these lines. 

These experimental farms need a number of substantial im- 
provements, especially some modern and up to date barns. The 
present barns and stables are but poor makeshifts, and an appro- 
priation of $10,000 is requested for betterments. 

During the past two years, the University has been in pos- 
session of more equipment and greater facilities in the way of 
libraries, laboratories and other advantages than ever before. 

Under the present excellent management, the future ho‘ds 
much of promise, and I trust it will be the pleasure of the Legis- 
lature to make liberal appropriations to this important institution.

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STATE LIBRARIAN. 


The last Legislature appropriated five thousand dollars for 
the purchase and installation of new steel stacks in the library. 
These have been installed, thereby increasing the facilities and 
improving the appearance of the Law Library. The lower floor 
has been re-arranged by using the old hardwood shelving, and by 
these changes the shelf room has been more than doubled. 
Many new books have been added to both the Law and Miscel- 
laneous Library. 

The Report of the State Librarian includes the Report of 
the Historical Societv, and contains an itemized account of ex- 
penditures from April Ist, 1907, ta November tst, 1908. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


This office has grown to be one of the most helpful in the 
State. The office is conveniently located in the Capitol and 
furnishes ready advice and counsel for officers and boards. 

The rapid growth and development of the State has given 
rise to numberless technical questions, in the correct solution of 
which sound legal advice has been invaluable. AH investments of 
State funds, in bonds or other securities, are examined and ap- 
proved by the Attorney General before the State Treasurer ac- 
cepts them. Personal attention has been given to hearings and 
appraisement proceedings in inheritance tax matters, and in many 
other important cases the State has been ably represented. In 
accordance with the duties imposed upon that office, the Attorney 
General includes in his official report such suggestions as appear 
calculated to improve the laws of the State. These recommenda- 
tions should receive prompt attention. 


STATE EXAMINER, 

I commend to your thoughtful consideration and intelligent 
action, the excellent report and recommendations submitted by the 
State Examiner. 

The work of this important office has rapidly increased, and 
provision should be made for a larger corps of assistants, and an 
increased contingent fund to carry on this work. During the past 
two vears, hoth the Examiner and Assistant State Examiner 
have been in the field most of the time, aud the numerous, care- 
fully prepared reports on file in my office relative to State, 
County, and City business, as well as reports on banks, coal mines, 
Building and Loan Associations, etc., demonstrate that their work 
has been performed with great energy and dispatch. 

We now have forty-two State and five private banks under 
the supervision of this office, with aggregate resources amounting 
to $6,213,000, as compared to twenty-seven State banks with 
aggregate resources Of $3,050,000, two vears ago. With this 
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tremendous increase in the banking business, the responsibilities 
devolving upon this office have been very great. 

In order to safeguard every interest and protect the people 
properly, provision should be made for examinations of all State 
banks at least twice a year. The Examiner also recommends 
that it be made a misdemeanor for bank officers and directors to 
evade the Jaw, either directly or indirectly, relative fo the max- 
imum loan that may be made by any individual company or cor-. 
poration. Necessary rules should be provided, so that there shall 
be neither distrust nor lack of confidence on the part of anyone. 

Examinations have been made of Building and Loan Associa- 
tions, incorporated in other States, but doing business in Wyo- 
ming. 'There are now three institütions of this character. 

Careful supervision of County offices have continued, and in 
only two instanres during the past biennial period has there been 
auv wilful disposition to defraud the County. In both instances 
delinquencies were discovered in ample time to require restitution 
to be made by the guilty parties. 

Jt is found that the present method of handling the assess- 
ment roll and tax list is antiquated and unsatisfactory, and recom- 
mendations are mgde to improve present conditions. In one 
county last year, the Examiner found that the errors made in 
transcribing from the assessment roll to the tax list amounted to 
more than $55,000, and the tax upon these items alone was ap- 
proximately Sr,goo. It is recommended that the present cumber- 
some methods of assessment and collection of municipal taxes 
should be abolished, and all taxes hereafter collected by and 
through the County Treasurer’s office. 

During the past year, at the request of the State Board of 
Equalization, I instructed the Examiner’s office to investigate 
the returns made by the coal companies of the State; and the 
accounts of nearly all the eoal companies iu the State were care- 
fully investigated and reported upon. This involved a vast 
amount of additional work, as the examination and writing of the 
reports consumed more than three months time. If such ex- 
aminations are to be continued, the Exáminer's powers and duties 
in the premises should be clearlv defined. 

'The Examiner calls attention to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the laws pertaining to the fees to be collected by the Clerk of 
the Court of the different Counties, and recommends certain 
changes. : 

It is gratifying to note the improved conditions of public in- 
debtedness in the counties as well as in the State. No new bonds 
have been issued by the counties, except for the construction of 
Court Houses, and there has been a substantial decrease in public 
debt. In the past four years, County bonded indebtedness has de- 
creased $335,000, and State indebtedness $80,000. During the past 
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two years but a small amount of school district bonds have been is- 
sued by the School Districts of the State, and then only in cases 
where it was necessary to provide additional school facilities. In 
half a dozen of our leading cities, bonds have been issued for the 
purpose of supplying water and sewerage. Our bonds find a 
ready market at rates of interest far below those generally paid 
by counties and municipalities of other States. 

The examiner suggests that it would be a decided advantage 
to have the County Treasurer of each county act as Treasurer for 
the various school districts, and warrants issued by the District 
Board paid at the County Treasurer’s office. This would make 
possible the accurate accounting of all the school moneys, and give 
to each school district its proportionate interest upon the earnings 
of school funds under the State Depository Law. , 

The Examiner’s Report includes many important statistical 
tables upon various subjects of finance, affecting the State and 
County governments, and I am indebted to the Examiner for a 
number of tabulated statements, which will be included as a part 
of this message. 


STATE LAND COMMISSIONER. 


One of the most important reports submitted for your con- 
sideration is the Second Biennial Report of the Commissioner of 
Public Lands. ‘The business in this department has increased 
beyond all expectations, and no Act of the Eighth State Legis- 
lature has brought greater benefits to the people of Wyoming, 
than that which centralized all the land business of this State 
under one Executive head. 

Great credit is due Mr. Fuller for systematizing the land 
business and evolving better rules and quicker methods for trans- 
acting the work of that office. The report speaks for itself. 

Considering the enormous volume of business transacted, 
there is surprisingly little friction, In the small percentage of 
cases where misunderstandings occur, the trouble is either due 
to carelessness and lack of business methods on the part of the 
would-be lessees, or else to a misunderstanding of local condi- 
tions and the actual facts of the case by the department. In all 
instances where any question arises, the whole matter is submitted 
to the Board of Land Commissioners, which after careful investi- 
gation and full discussion renders final decision impartially. 
Improvement could be made by providing for a field man to per- 
sonally visit and report on all disputed land matters. 

- Necessity for such field investigations is apparent. Personal 
inspection would not only give the board accurate information, 
so that action could be taken understandingly, but frequently con- 
flicting interests could be harmonized with mutual advantage. 
'Then too, reports on timber and mineral lands would often save 
the State large sums. 
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'The State land business is still in its infancy, but the increase 
since the new law went into effect demonstrates what the future 
has in store for us. On September goth, 1908, there were in force 
5,679 leases, covering over three million acres and bringing in 
an annual rental of $148,529.70, as compared to 3,695 leases in 
force September 3oth, 1904, with an annual rental of $94,960.40. 
The total receipts of the land department, including interest on 
land fund investments and the five per cent from sale of United 
States lands for the two years ending September 3oth, 1908, were 
$457,075.14, as compared with receipts of $253;528.63 for the two 
years ending September 30th, 1904. 

The Ninth Legislature authorized the Land Board to grant 
mineral'leases and there are now twenty mineral, oil, and stone 
leases in force on a royalty basis, producing an annual revenue of 
$984.00, and twenty-four coal mining leases yielding $1,045 
per year as advance royalty, to apply on the usual royalty 
of six cents per ton fixed by the Board. The Arid Land Depart- 
ment of our land business will soon be an important factor, and a 
great saving of expense has been made by consolidating this de- 
partment with the general land business. We now have nearly 
one million acres segregated under the Carey Act, and the re- 
port contains an excellent summary of the various ‘irrigation 
projects now under way. 

The commissioner recommends several amendments in our 
land laws, and that legislation be enacted, whereby the fifty 
cents an acre received from Carey Act lands, could be used to 
purchase water-rights for State lands under canals already con- 
structed. We now have in the State Treasury $23,035.62 to the 
credit of the Arid Land Fund. 


STATÉ ENGINEER. » 


The Ninth Biennial Report of the State Engineer is one of 
the most attractive and interesting documents. ever prepared by 
that office. A careful perusal of the report will convince the 
most skeptical, that this State has opportunities for agricultural 
development almost beyond comprehension. 

During the past two years 2,033 permits have been issued, 
which provide for the irrigation of 1,352,249.75 acres of land, 
and call for the construction of 3,618.93 miles of canals, at an 
estimated cost of $13,588,235.55. The fees collected and turned 
into the State Treasury during the past two years amounted to 
$8,836.42, showing an increase of $930.43 over the previous bien- 
nial period. 

. Fourteen inspections have been made on Carey Act projects, 
and reports submitted to the State Board of Land Commissioners. 
Several important suggestions are made relative to settlement 
and reclamation of lands under the Carey Act projects, also as 
to the supervision and construction of irrigation works. The two 
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large irrigation enterprises in this State, which are under Gov- 
ernment supervision, have made substantial progress, and both 
the Pathfinder and Shoshone dams will be completed this year. 

The report contains detailed information relative to the re- 
clamation of the ceded lands of the Shoshone Indian Reservation, 
and it is gratifying to note that everything now indicates the 
rapid construction and early completion of this gigantic under- 
taking. 

'The able reports of the four Water Division Superintendents 
are included with this report. 

The recommendations contained in the Engineer’s Report 
for strengthening our water laws are heartily approved, and 
your attention is called particularly to the importance of making 
proper laws to safeguard the interests of all the people, in the 
future development of water power. 


IMMIGRATION, ` 


The Department of Immigration created by the last Legis- 
lature has circulated thirty-six thousand pamphlets, including 
six thousand copies of the illustrated book, "State of Wyoming,” 
also printed fifteen thousand State maps which have been eagerly 
sought for by prospective settlers. Advertisements inserted in 
one hundred and twenty-four newspapers in Eastern states at- 
tracted wide attention, and brought hundreds of inquiries relative 
to the State's resources. 

'The department has co-operated in making the Wyoming 
Industrial Exhibit a success, by furnishing liberal supplies of 
State publications to the custodian to be distributed among pos- 
sible investors. By making an attractive exhibit of the State's 
resources at the National Corn Exhibition in Omaha, the atten- 
tion of hundreds of farmers was directed towards Wyoming. 

Actual results have demonstrated the value of this depart- 
ment, and the work should be continued. 


INDUSTRIAL EXHIBIT, 


In compliance with Chapter 76 of the Laws of 1907, I ap- 
pointed a Custodian to take charge of the exhibits returned by 
the Commissioners of the St. Louis and Portland Expositions, 
and to exhibit the same in this city. "This exhibit has attracted 
wide-spread attention, and hundreds of travelers and tourists, 
passing through Cheyenne, have visited the Exhibit Room. 

'The Custodian in Charge makes an interesting report, show- 
ing that during the past two years, many valuable specimens of 
the agricultural and mineral resources of the State have been 
collected, making the present display very pleasing and instruc- 
tive. 
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DRY FARMING. 


The last Legislature apropriated five thousand dollars for dry 
farming experiments, and I have had prepared for your infor- 
mation a detailed statement of receipts and disbursements of this 
fund, together with contributions received from other sources. 

Dr. V. T. Cooke, director of dry farming experiments, also 
submits a report giving the results of his work’ during the past 
four years. Experiments so far have been very encouraging, but 
only by intelligently prosecuting this work through a long series 
of years, can we demonstrate how large an area in this State 
might be profitably "cultivated without irrigation. 

We are now aiding in experiments in four widely separated 
sections. One is situated at Lyman’in Uinta County, in the 
southwestern portion of the State, one at Newcastle in the north- 
eastern section, one at Powder River i in central Wyoming, which, 
together with the one near this city, should eventually demonstrate 
the possibilities of dry farming over the greater portion of our 
pubilc domain. Unquestionably, a considerable portion of our 
remaining public lands has some value for agricultural purposes, 
and I believe that experiments inaugurated two years ago have 
been sufficiently sticcessful to warrant their continuation. ‘There- 
fore, I would urge that this Legislature make suitable provision 
for carrying on ‘the work. 


HORTICULTURE. ^ 


The timely creation of a State Board of Horticulturé has 
proven advantageous in many ways. The systematic work of 
this Board has aroused wide-spread interest among our people. 
Statistics have been compiled showing the various kinds of fruits 
best adapted to our soil and climate, and the publication of this 
information has saved our ranchmen large sums. In planting 
orchards, costly and disheartening.experiments are no longer 
necessary. By careful inspection of all fruit stock imported from 
other states, the rapidly increasing orchards in Wyoming are kept 
free from disease. 

The latest report of the Board has been printed, and is now 
ready for general distribution. To anyone interested in Horti- 
culture it will prove a very valuable publication. 


STATE GEOLOGIST, 


During the past two years the State Geologist made reports 
on twenty-six properties, situated in eight counties of the State, 
for which fees were colleced and covered into the State Treasury 
amounting to $875. Under the Voluntary Publicity Law, twenty- 
three filings were made during this period, and seventy-three cer- 
tified copies issued for which $48 in fees wére collected. 
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In his interesting report, the Geologist makes several im- 
portant recommendations, among them one for the establishment 
of a Department of Mines. 


STATE COAL MINE INSPECTORS. 


Our coal industry is developing rapidly, and according to 
the annual reports of our State Coal Mine Inspectors, thirteen 
new producing mines have been opened during the past year. 
We now have fifty-two producing coal mines in the State, with 
a gross output for 1908 of 6,301,145 tons. 

Mine inspections have been made as regularly and peguei 
as possible. In 1908 the number of fatal accidents was very high 
in comparison with the average of former years; on account of 
the unfortunate and terrible disaster in Hanna Mine No. 1. 

'This was one of the most disastrous mine accidents in the 
history of the State. The first explosion occurred about three 
o'clock on the afternoon of Saturday, March 28th, 1908, killing 
Superintendent Briggs, Joseph Burton, James. Knox and Alfred 
Dodds, foremen of No. 1, 2 and 3 Mines respectively, together 
with fourteen fire bosses and laborers. 

Mr. David M. Elias, State Inspector for District No. r, was 
en route from Laramie to Rock Springs, when a telegram con- 
veyed information of the disaster. When the train he was on 
arrived at Hanna, he immediately repaired to the mine, and took 
charge of the rescuing work. Calling for not more than three 
volunteers, he courageously led them into the ill-fated mine. 
Descending to the tenth level, they found the bodies of four 
men, and upon news of this fact being carried to the surface, 
other volunteers hastily procured lamps and entered, 

At 10:30 that evening a second explosion occurred, killing 

faithíul David M. Elias and forty other brave miners in the 
rescue party. 'The exact cause of these explosions is unknown. 
However, the special report of Noah Young, Inspector of District 
No. 2, who went to Hanna at my request immediately after the 
accident, and the report of the present inspector of District No. 1, 
contain all the details so far as known. 
e This deplorable accident has resulted in renewed activity on 
the part of both mine owners and miners to protect and safeguard 
lite and property in all collieries. Some rigid rules have been 
adopted and precautionary measures taken, which must prove 
beneficial in the future. 


In this regard both State Inspectors offer a number of timely 
recommendations for your consideration, 


In the Northern District but two fatal accidents have oc- 
curred during the past two years. 
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THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The excellent report of the Adjutant General and Acting 
Quartermaster and Commissary General, for the years 1907 and 
1908, contains itemized tables of all receipts and expenditures 
for the two years. On November 3oth, 1908, there was a balance. 
of $4,377.37 still remaining of the $19,000.00 appropriated by the 
last Legislature for militia expenses. 

The report shows that the numerical aggregate strength 
of the Guard has increased from three hundred and sixty-eight 
in 1907, to five hundred men at the present time. Great im- 
provement has also been made in equipment. The uniforms, 
magazine rifles and equipment for field service, now in use, are 
the same as provided for the troops of the regular army. 

For the first time in its history, the Third Regiment eee 
three hundred and fifty strong, mobilized in this city on July 
31st, 1908, and when reviewed, made a very creditable and sat- 
isfactory appearance. The Regiment has been greatly benefited 
by participating in two joint maneuvers with troops of the regu- 
lar army at Camp Crawford, near Dale Creek. Interest has also 
been aroused by the two competitive State shoots on the rifle 
range at Fort D^ A. Russell, from which the best marksmen 
were selected to represent the Wyoming rifle team at the National 
matches held at Camp Perry, Ohio. 

Our present militia is a credit to the State, an honor to the 
nation, and deserves the loyal support of the Legislature, as 
well as deep appreciation from all the people. >- 


STATE VETERINARIAN, 


The prosperity of this State depends largely upon the suc- 
cess of the live stock industry, and every effort should be made 
to guard our live stock against epidemic or contagious dis-. 
eases. Owing to the rapid growth of our State, and the annual 
importation of thousands of aniinals for domestic purposes, earn- 
est effort is necessary to prevent the importation of diseased 
Stock, as well as to promptly eradicate outbreaks of contagious 
diseases, which frequently occur in widely separated districts. 

The annual report of the State Veterinarian for the ,year 
ending September 3oth, 1908, should be carefully read by every 
stockman in the State, as it emphasizes the necessity for co- 
operation and prompt action among our stockgrowers in keeping 
our live stock healthy. “An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure," and the Veterinary Department of this State 
should have ample power and ample funds, not only to inspect 
all live stock imported, but also to take instant action towards 
stamping out disease whenever outbreaks occur. Frequently 
quick action in quarantining and eradicating disease will save our 
stockmen thousands of dollars. 
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The Veterinarian submits a number of important recom- 
mendations for your consideration, with a view of strengthening 
this Department and giving our stockgrowers greater protec- 
tion. As surrounding "states do not pay for diseased animals 
when killed under state authority, I would recommend amending 
our present laws, so that no pavment shall be made for diseased 
animals killed by law, unless said animals have been: in the State 
at least one year. 


BOARD OF SHEEP COMMISSIONERS. 


Wyoming holds the proud distinction of being the greatest 
wool and mutton producing State in the Union. Our sheep now 
number over five million, as compared with one million seven 
hundred thousand ten vears ago. In view of this phenomenal 
progress, the tenth annual report of the State Board of Sheep 
Commissioners will be found intensely interesting and instruc- 
tive. 

By careful supervision and prompt action when necessary, 
the spread of contagious diseases has been checked and scabies 
nearly eradicated. "The report shows a balance of two hun- 
dred and thirty-one dollars and ten cents remaining out of the 
twenty-five hundred dollars appropriated by the last Legislature 
for contingent expenses of the Board. The total fees collected 
on imported sheep during the past two years, and expenditures 
from this fund are:

During the shearing season of 1908, the Board conducted a 
shearing pen inspection, emploving three Inspectors-in-Charge, 
with thirty -four deputies, to perform this work. From this 
inspection, which cost approximately $6,503.42, the Board has 
been able to compile accurate statistics relative to all phases of this 
imporiant industry. 

The report recommends legislation, which will give greater 
` powers in dealing with the tick pest and other diseases. 


DOARD OP LIVE STOCK COMMISSIONERS. 


The biennial report of the Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners explains the steps taken to eradicate and prevent disease 
among cattle, and gives a complete account of inspection work 
for the past two years. This inspection is the result of co-opera- 
tion between the Board and the Wyoming Stockgrowers' As- 
soci: .ion. 

In 1907, 178,178 cattle were inspected at different market 
centers and 9,122 strays were found. The number inspected for

1908 is estimated at 150,239 head, with about ten thousand strays. 
The total receipts from siray cattle sent to this office and ad- 
vertised, amounted to $2,131.98. The brand books are carefully 
prepared and brought up to date each vear. "The report of the 
Secretary contains several recommendations for your consider- 
ation. 


STATE FAIR. 


Detailed reports have been filed by both Mr. Edward T. 
David, President of the Wyoming State Fair Commission for 
1907, and by Robert D. Carey, President of the Commission for 
1908, containing itemized statements of all receipts and ex- 
penditures together with a general summary showing daily at- 
tendance. number and class of exhibits, premiums offered and 
general results. 

Both fairs were successful, and last vear there seemed to 
be a more wide-spread interest in the event than ever before. 

About half of the $15,000.00 appropriated by the last Leg- 
islature for State Fair purposes was used in constructing a 
commodious cattle barn, and for other permanent improvements. 
At the 1908 Fair, eight of the thirteen counties in the State sent 
large exhibits, and "altogether there were three hundred and 
ninety-seven different exhibitors and one thousand five hundred 
and twelve entries in the various departments. 

Mr. Carey estimates that it will require an appropriation of 
$21,500.00 to carry on the Fair successfully during the next two 
years. ' 


WOLF BOUNTY. 


Four years ago the Legislature appropriated $40,000.00 for 
the destruction of predatory wild animals, paying $3.00 for 
wolves and $1.00 for coyotes. This appropriation was ample to 
cover the entire two year period. In my last message, I recom- 
mended that the bounty Jaw be maintained with a similar appro- 
priation and the price increased to $4.00 on wolves and $1.25 for 
coyotes. The last Legislature authorized the appropriation of 
$40,000.00, fixing the bounty at $5.00 on wolves, and' $1.25 on 
covotes. Under this appropriation, bounty was paid on 20,210 
coyotes and 2,928 wolves, which exhausted the fund several 
months ago. 

These pests are such a menace to the leading industry of 
our State that it seems necessary and imperative to continue 
our efforts to wipe them out. They do an inestimable amount of 
damage, aggregating hundreds of thousands of dollars annually. 
Every civilized country recognizes the necessity for state aid in 
exterminating them. All the surrounding states, except Colorado, 
pay bounties quite similar to our own. In this connection, I have 
written the Chief Executives of the surrounding states and have 
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some interesting and instructive correspondence on this subject, 
which later on I will submit to your committee. 


GAME PROTECTION, 


The excellent report of our State Game Warden will be 
printed and ready for distribution in a few days. Public senti- 
ment favoring adequate protection of our wild game, birds and 
fish, is steadily increasing. ‘The rapid extermination of our 
beautiful American antelope should be prevented, by prohibiting 
the killing of these animals for a term of years. 

The value of a closéd season has been well demonstrated by 
the rapid increase of moose. Ten years ago, there were but 
few moose in Wyoming, but today we have many of these ani- 
mals scattered from the headwaters of Green River to the 
National Park. In many sections there has been quite a notice- 
able increase in the number of deer, and the elk in the Western 
part of the State seem to be doing well. 

Our present game laws are quite satisfactory, and as fre- 
quent changes have a tendency to confuse the public, the State 
Warden recommends only a few slight amendments. It is rec- 
ommended that the Big Horn and Medicine Bow Reserves be 
restocked with elk, and that the killing of elk in said Reserves 
be prohibited for ten years. A joint "memorial to Congress is 
recommended, asking the National Government to donate to the 
State of Wyoming certain lands along the Gros Ventre River, to 
be used exclusivelv as a winter refuge for big game. 


FISH HATCHERIES. 


Provision should be made for improving and enlarging the 
two main Fish Hatcheries at Laramie and Sheridan, and all 
Branch Hatcheries should be abolished. In order to keep our 
streams and lakes well stocked with game and food fish, we 
need two well equipped and up to date hatcheries. Then with 
present railroad facilities, every section of the Staté can be well 
supplied. 

For full particulars and detailed information relative to this 
matter, I refer you to the accurate and interesting reports filed 
by the Superintendents of both Districts.

DAIRY, FOOD AND OIL COMMISSIONER. 


The work of the Pure Food Commissioner in enforcing all 
laws against adulterations in foods, drinks, drugs or illuminating 
oils, has been carried on with increased activity. During the past 
two years I,IQr samples of foods, drugs, drinks and oils have 
been collected and analyzed. The followi ng table gives the re- 
sults:

The percentage of articles found to be adulterated or mis- 
branded, while large, would still indicate considerable improve- 
ment over previous conditions. Wyoming was one of the first 
States to pass and effectively enforce an efficient pure food law. 
Today the food situation in Wyoming has improved to such an 
extent that the consuming public can be reasonably certain that 
they are buying what they call for. Our cities should now take 
hold of the subject and do everything possible to improve sani- 
tary conditions. Local meat markets, slaughter houses, hotels, 
restaurants and dairies should be frequently inspected. 

The Food Commissioner has made an excellent report, in 
which he expresses deep appreciation of the fact that the people 
have been in sympathy with his work, and that the merchants 
all over the State have co-operated heartily. He recommends 
several amendments and additions to the present law, among 
them the proper labeling of condensed milk, so as to protect con- 
sumers, especially children in our mining camps, who are com- 
pelled to use this article. The legal standards for milk should be 
raised and regulatidns made providing for the sale of cream. 

Many of the paints sold in Wyoming are not of the besi 
quality, and the suggestion is made that, possibly, laws govern- 
ing the sale of paints and linseed oil could properly come under 
this department. ‘The sale of stock foods also is increasing, and 
some laws should be enacted, protecting the public against fraud. 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


I invite your attention to the report of the Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, which contains timely suggestions in 
reference to the sanitary conditions in the State, and suggests 
some slight but important amendments to our Health Laws. 

Wyoming, blessed with an abundance of pure air and glorious 
sunshine, is naturally a very healthy State, and with proper 
health laws rigidly enforced, and intelligent supervision of all 
sanitary conditions, occasional outbreaks of contagious diseases 
can be swiftly controlled. 


BOARD OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 


This Board has been energetic and faitthful in the perform- 
ance of every duty prescribed for it under our Medical Laws. Of 
the twenty-one physicians examined by the Board during the 
past two years, sixteen have been granted certificates, and fifty- 
seven applicants holding certificates from other states were 
granted licenses without examination. E T 

The fees paid by applicants have been sufficient to meet all 
expenses, the report showing a balance on hand of $576.47. 
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BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS, 


No person can practice Dentistry in this State, unless duly 
licensed. "a 

'The second biennial, report of'the State Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers has been printed and contains the rules governing the 
examinations, as well as a copy of the law, regulating the prac- 
tice of dentistry. 

A complete list of regtilarly licensed dentists in this State is 
given, and the financial report shows a cash balance on hand of 
$267.17. 

PHARMACY COMMISSION. 


The biennial report of the Commission of Pharmacy contains 
some timely recommendations relative to the sale of liquors by 
pharmacists, also proposed amendments for the better enforce- 
ment of laws and the protection of officials. "The registration 
law eliminates inexperienced pharmacists. 

The Commission has held six meetings for the purpose of 
examining applicants for registration as pharmacists, and of the 
thirty-seven examined, thirty-five were given registration certifi- 
cates. A great deal has been accomplished by the Commission 
in limiting and safeguarding the sale of poisonous drugs. 


CAPITOL COMMISSION, 


An automatic elevator has been installed in the Capitol build- 
ing at a cost of $6,585.00, which makes several office rooms on 
the third floor available. 

By putting in cement sidewalks and street curbing, the 
grounds and surroundings have been greatly improved. The 
Capitol Commission again calls attention to the necessity of re- 
wiring the Capitol building, as the present electric wiring is 
imperfect and dangerous. 


SALE OF STATE PROPERTY. 


: The State Board for the Condemnation and Sale of Useless 
State Property submits its report, giving list of all property 
sold during the past two years. The total receipts amounted to 
$1,761.05. 

The Board recommends a change in the law, whereby old 
typewriting and adding machines may be exchanged as part 
payment for new ones, thus making quite a saving to the State. 


STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


The biennial report of the State Board of Charities and Re- 
form has been printed, and will be found convenient for reference 
and of great service in your deliberations. All of the State 
Institutions are well managed and in excellent condition. Many 
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additions and improvements have been provided to meet the 
ever increasing demands, incident to the State's rapid growth 
in population and industry. 

Naturally, the work of the State Board has increased pro- 
portionately. While the law provides for only one meeting each 
month, as a matter of fact, in order, to transact its business 
properly, the Board has held one hundred and forty-seven ses- 
sions during ‘the past two years. At these meetings four thou- 
sand four hundred and thirty-two àccounts were audited and 
approved, aggregating a total expenditure of $349,239.33. For- 
tunately, Mr. Sheldon, Clerk of the Board, has had long years 
of experience and takes a deep and active interest in the work. 
His counsel and co-operation are invaluable. The books are 
kept systematically and accurately, every little detail is, carefully 
checked off and attended to, all bills are itemized and closely 
scanned by every member of the Board, and bids are called for 
in purchasing supplies as well as in repair work and the con- 
struction of buildings. - 

By means of letters and reports from the Superintendents, 
and frequent personal visits to the various institutions, the Board 
keeps in close touch, with the local management. All this work 
has been accomplished at comparatively small cost to the State, 
inasmuch as the members of the Board serve without compen- 
sation other than their salaries as State officials, and the Clerk 
of the Board is without salary other than that allowed him as a 
deputy - State officer. 

The Report of the Board is accompanied by excellent re- 
ports from the Superintendents, containing valuable information 
and timely suggestions for your consideration. 


PENITENTIARY, £ 

The average daily number of convicts in confinement at the 
State Penitentiary shows a considerable increase for 1908, over 
any previous year. In 1907 the average for the year was 199.85. 
In 1908 the average daily number for the year had increased to 
225.99, which exceeds all previous records. ‘The total net cost 
of maintenance for all convicts for the first year was $41,538.60, 
and for the second year $49,174.26, being an average daily per 
capita cost of fifty-seven and fifty-nine cents, respectively. 

The Penitentiary is now crowded jo its full capacity, and 
some provision should be made by this Legislature for future 
contingencies. At the present time I do not believe it is neces- 
sary or desirable to enlarge the ‘Penitentiary, but by proper 
legislation along the lines suggested by the State Board of Par- 
dons, the congested condition could be relieved in a sensible and 
beneficial manner. 

. At present twenty per cent of the prisoners confined in 
the Penitentiary are boys and young men under twenty-one years 
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of age, the report showing that out of the four hundred and 
fifty-six prisoners who have been under the care of the State 
during the two years ending September 3oth, 1908, ninety-one of 
them were under twenty-one when sentenced. The Board of 
Pardons recommends that the courts of the State be given 
discretion in the matter of sentencing criminals under twenty- 
five vears of age, either to the Penitentiary or some Reformatory 
or Industrial School, as seems to the court most advisable. Under 
our present laws, all criminals over the age of sixteen years are 
necessarily sentenced to the State Penitentiary, where the as- 
sociation of voung prisoners with older and hardened criminals 
does not tend to reform them, or encourage them to a better 
life. If the courts were given some discretion in this matter, 
they would, no doubt, be able to lead the way to reform in 
many cases where it is now impossible. 

'The matter of a parole law, and possibly also that of indeter- 
minate sentence in cases of all criminals, is one which should be 
considered by this Legislature. 

In this connection, the Board also recommends that our 
laws be so amended as to permit the sentencing of female 
prisoners to penal institutions of other states, until such time as 
the number of this class of prisoners is sufficient to warrant 
the employment of a matron, whose specialty shall be to look 
after female prisoners in our own Penitentiary. Under our 
present laws there appears to be no discretion given courts in 
this matter, nor is any authority given to the State Doard of 
Charities and Reform to arrange for the care of female convicts 
in other institutions. 

There is urgent necessity for improving the water supply 
at the State Penitentiary, and the Board of Charities suggests 
an appropriation for this purpose. 


JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 

We now have eleven boys at the Colorado State Industrial 
School at Golden, and three girls at the Good Shepherd Industrial 
School in Denver. ‘The expense of maintaining our juvenile de- 
linquents for two years amounted to $7,817.04. 


PARDONS. 


The Eighth State Legislature created a State Bowed of 
Pardons, consisting of the members of the Board of Charities 
and Reform. ‘The law provides for regular mectings every three 
months, and special meetings when necessary. During the past 
two years this Board has met on thirty-eight different dates, 
many of these meetings involving both morning and afternoon 
sessions. 
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'The detailed report of the State Board of Pardons is in- 
cluded with the report of the Board of Charities. During the two 
years the Board has recommended that full pardon be granted 
to thirty-nine convicts, and that the sentences of fifteen others 
be commuted. A majority of the pardons recommended were 
for young men serving sentences for first offences. I have 
prepared for your information, and in compliance with the 
law, a detailed statement of all pardons granted during the 
past two years, 


STATE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


The excellent reports of the Superintendent and Steward of 
this institution are included with the report of the State Board, 
and contain detailed information and important recommenda- 
tions for your consideration. _ 

Many improvements have been made during the past two 
years. The construction of a new building for female patients 
is well under way, and when completed will relieve the over 
crowding of the institution for several years. It is recom- 
mended that an appropriation of ten thousand dollars be made 
for the construction. of a new boiler house and the removal of 
the kitchen from its present loaction, to some place where there 
will be less danger from fire. At present the kitchen is located in 
the basement of the main building occupied by patients, and is 
somewhat of a menace to life and property because of hazard 
from fire. There should be no fire of any kind in buildings oc- 
cupied by the insane. By removing the kitchen tothe present 
boiler house, it would be located at a comparatively safe distance 
from the main hospital buildings. 

The total expense of maintaining the hospital, including 
improvements and repairs, for the two years ending September 
30th, 1908, amounted to $56,940.73. The receipts from the 
sale of farm products, and the care and transportation of pay 
patients amounted to $3,336.88. On October Ist, 1908, there 
were one hundred and forty patients in the hospital. During the 
past two years forty patients have been admitted, and fifteen 
discharged as recovered, or thirty-eight per cent of the whole 
number admitted. Contrary to popular conception of the mat- 
ter, the percentage of recoveries in our asylum ig greater than 
in other institutions of this character. 

The Board highly comemnds the present E A of 
the affairs of the State ul for the Insane. 


WYOMING GENERAL HOSPITAL AT ROCK SPRINGS. 


During the past two years, an addition to this Hospital cost- 
ing $23,640.48 has been completed and equipped, which Eevee 
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additional accommodations for a large number of patients. An 
electric light and power plant has been installed. 

There were 1,149 patients received at this Hospital during 
the past two years. The average daily attendance of patients 
for the first-year was 46.4, and for the second year 30.47. For 
the year 1907, this Hospital: was a little more than self sustain- 
ing, the total expense paid amounting to $24,538.62, while the 
total earnings collected amounted to 825,532.25, but for the year 
1908, owing to decreased attendance and extraordinary expense, 
consisting in part of the installation of an independent electric 
light plant, and expense incident to the equipment and mainten- 
ance of the new wing, the expenses largely exceeded the income, 
the total expense for the last year amounting to $32,159.76, 
with total earnings collected amounting to only $21,469.79. 


BRANCH HOSPITAL AT SHERIDAN. 


At this Hospital, a Nurses’ Home has been purchased at 
a cost of five thousand dollars, and a new wing added to the north 
side of the main building. .As the laundry bills for this in- 
stitution during the past two vears have amounted to nearly 
five thousand dollars, the Board recommends the construction 
and equipment of a laundry building. 

The total expenses paid for the two years amounted to 
$45,931.20, and the total earnings collected amounted to $30,- 
854.10. Eight hundred and forty v-five patients were received at 
the Hospital during the two vears, and the average daily at- 
tendance for the first year was 27.2, and for the second year 25.16. 


BIG HORN HOT SPRINGS. 


While the improvement of this valuable property has been 
somewhat retarded, owing to the lack of railroad facilities, yet 
considering this temporary disadvantage, the progress made dur- 
ing the past two vears has been quite satisfactory. The Su- 
perintendent's residence, costing $3,500.00, has been constructed, 
new streets streets laid out, electric lights installed, a complete 
water system for both hot and cold water is under way, and 
* the Board has other measures in view for permanently improving 
and beautifving the park and springs. 

The Superintendent makes an excellent report, showing the 
work accomplished, as well as outlining future plans and re- 
quirements. The total expense of maintaining the Reserve for 
the past two years was $9,977.18. and the total receipts from 
rentals amounted to $2,081.87. 

The Springs are so valuable and beneficial, that I trust 
this Legislature will make ample provision for carrying -on 
the work of improvement. 
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' WYOMING SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ HOME l 


.° "The total cost of maintaining.the Soldiers "Home for the past 
"wo years was $24,529.35: Of this amount the United States 
Government contributed $7,366:67,-and the land rentals’ and in- 
terest on the land fund belonging to the Home amounted to $9,- 
932.54. so.that the actual cost of:maintaining the Home, to. the 
tax payers of the State, is not large. ' ~ 

The Home is attractive. and ‘healthy, | and the, broad- fidlds 
of pasture and meadow land, together with the areas *urider 
cultivation, afford ample outdoor attractions: ‘The substantial 
quarters “are equipped with ‘steam heat. and electric lights, and 
under the present efficient management.our worthy’ old soldiers 
séet quite. content. At: present there “are about: fifty inmates 
ahd dependents at the Home. 

'^ "fhe.Commandant recommends the. construction: ‘of several 
Cottages. and the: purchase of some cattle to supply the Home 
with milk and beet. .

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f ome FOR THE FEEBLE MINDED AND EPILEPTIC, 

‘The last Legislature-provided for the establishment. of a 
Home and Training School for the Feeble Minded and Epileptic, 
and-the Board recommends that it be empowered to secure a 
suitable site near the City of Lander for the permanent location 
of this institution, and. asks. for:an additional appropriation of 
twenty-five thousand dollars, with which fo begin the actual work 
of construction. 

An establishment of this kind is one of the most important 
and beneficial of, ali-State charitable institutions, therefore I 
heartily concur in the recommendation of the Board and trust 
this Legislature will not under-estimate the future value -of this 
work in elevating and improving our social conditions. 


DEAF AND BLIND, 

The expense of tution and board of the unfortunate deaf 
and blind pupils is paid by the State, but in all cases, the cost 
of clothing and transportation is borne by the parents or guar- 
dians. Consequently, ‘it has been the custom of the Board to 
permit thé parents to sélect atiy one of the schóols of the neigh- 
boring states, to which to send their children. There are fourteen 
children now under instruction, and the cost of maintaining these 
pupils for the past two years has been $4,543.78. - 

: Members, of the Board have visited most of the outside 
schools, as well as the industrial schools in Calorado, and have 
always found conditions perfectly satisfactory. 


24 ' RECOMMENDATIONS. 


>. The’ Subject of taxation should receive serious consideration 
B ‘this Legislature. "The general public, well knowing that the 
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burdens of taxation are not equally.distributed, expects some 
improvement. 

Nearly a year ago I determined to appoint an honorary 
commission of five well-known citizens to examine the taxation: 
laws of Wyoming, and recommend to me for transmission to this 
Legislature such changes or amendments in the organic or statute 
laws of the State as would tend to adjust any irregularities and 
equalize taxation, requesting them to try to evolve a system in line 
with the best public policy, and with the best thought upon the 
Subject. 

The commission apointed consisted of Hon. William R. 
Schnitger, Judge William E. Mullen, Hon. A. D. Cook, Hon. 
John E. Hay and Hon. L. G. Duhig. Despite the fact that this 
commission would receive no compensation, and that the duties 
outlined would require close attention, much time and considerable 
personal expense, all members of the commission accepted the 
appointment promptly, and from a pure sense of public duty 
assumed the responsibilities without hesitation. They have per- 
formed their work faithfully and well, and I take this oppor- 
tunity to express my deep appreciation to every individual member 
of that commission for faithful services. They have gone into 
the matter carefully, and after thorough investigation, have 
submitted a full report and outlined a bill for the improvement of 
our system of taxation. 7 

I commend the report and the conclusions reached by the 
Tax Commission to your favorable consideration, and urge that 
its report and recommendations be considered as a whole by 
special committees appointed for this purpose. 

Tt will be a great boon to our tax payers and aid materially 
in the development of the State, if every dollar’s worth of taxable 
property bears its equal and just share of taxation. It is not 
intended to increase taxes, but to equalize them. Many people are 
now paying more taxes than they should, simply because other 
people do not pay what they should. In this growing State, 
public wants are so numerous that the greatest danger to be 
guarded against is excessive tax levies. If property is going to 
be listed at its full value, then tax levies should ‘be decreased 
proportionately, and possible extravagances should be guarded 
against by appropriate legislation. 

The report has been printed and distributed, and in order 
to give this whole matter wide publicity, thereby submitting 
the subject fairly and squarely to the people of the State, printed 
copies of the report of the commission have been forwarded 
to every newspaper in Wyoming. 


CONSERVATION OF NATURAL RESOURCES. 


Last May, by invitation of the President, the Governors of 
all the states assembled at the White House in Washington, and 
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for- three days discussed the subject of the Conservation of 
Natural Resources. This convention was one of the most im- 
portant ever held in the United States, and arrested the attention 
of the world. l 

The movement thus inaugurated will grow in importance 
and eventually affect every State in the Union. Wyoming should 
be awake to the importance of this subject, and her people, 
through the members of this represeritative Legislature, should 
give expression to their views by legislation and proper memo- 
tials to Congress. 

For many years we have been a spendthrift nation. The 
general public has been like a giant sleeping on its rights, and 
by silence implying consent to the reckless waste and prodigal 
disposal of natural resources. In consequence, this Nation is 
in danger of ceasing to be the land of opportunity, and instead 
of her wealth of natural resources and privileges being utilized 
for all, they are rapidly being controlled by the powerful rich, 
-while the great mass of the middle and working classes have 
poorer opportunities of securing their just proportion of natural 
gifts than in other countries. Should the people of Wyoming 
fail to appreciate the gravity and importance of this subject, and 
the necessity of correct solution by their farsightedness and 
energy, there is danger of other influences taking up the problem 
and acting for us. 

In other words either the State or Nation will take action. 
Wyoming with its untold wealth of natural resources should 
attend to the proper conservation of the same for the benefit of 
her own people. It will be about as bad for us to have the 
National Government manage and control these resources, as 
it would be to have them pass into the hands of private monopoly. 

Our natural resources consist principally of our water, land, 
mineral resources and timber. In this arid State water is one 
of the most important, and fortunately, the wise framers of our 
constitution took early action to place this great natural resource 
in the hands of the people, where it properly belongs. We are 
just beginning to feel the deep significance and beneficial influence 
of that clause in our State Constitution, which provides "That ' 
the water of all natural streams, springs, lakes or other collec- 
tions of still water within the boundaries of the State, are hereby 
declared to be the property of the Siate” Also that further 
provision “That water, being essential to industrial prosperity, 
of limited amount and easy of diversion ffom its natural chan- 
nels, its comtrol must be in the State, which in providing for its 
use, shall equally guard all the various interests involved." 


Here we see a concrete expression of the two fundamental 
principles necessary for the utilization of our natural resources 
for the benefit of all the people. First, the water of the State 


D 
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j belongs to the State, and in that expression the actual: title and 


> 
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ownership to water is fixed for-all time: "Second, the State 
can provide laws for its use for all beneficial purposes, but can 
never constitutionally give up actual ownership Under this 
provision, laws have been enacted from time ta time, providing 
for the use of water for specific purposes. . The irrigator. ob- 
tains the, use of a certain amount’ of water. for certain specific 
tracts of land. The company, desiring to, develgp power, secures 
the use of'a certain amourit of water for certain. purposes, but 
the actual ownership of the water cannot and should .not be 
parted with by the State. Whatever modifications, amendments 
or changes are made in our water laws, should be made, in the 
direction of greater protection to public interests. , One-neéded 
is a law restricting appropriations for power purposes to d cét- 
tain number of years, and charging the parties acquiring such 
rights for this privilege. ; l a e 

. Our water power resources have an enormous -value, and 
should be developed for the benefit of the whole State, rather 
than made a means of taxing the State for the enrichment of out- 
side corporations. There should be no possible loophole, avhereby 
wealthy syndicates can acquire, free of.cgst, water,rights that 
in future years can only be extinguished by condemnation, 

There is no reason in economics or good government, why 

any state should give away property of such inestimable value, 
and this is not done. in any enlightened country on earth except 
our own. Every power privilege granted in Wyoming should be 
in the nature of a license, subject to an annual license fee, and 
future regulation of charges whenever the Legislature sees fit. 
Unfortunately, the present policy relative to the conservation of 
this, like other natural resources, seems to be to accomplish all 
reforms through federal agencies. "The lime light is all on, the 
national stage. Reforms and goad policies are not to be struggled 
for at home, but are to be placed in the hands of federal depart- 
ments, whose chiefs are over-anxious to strengthen their depart- 
ments. and as they are not acquainted with lecal conditions, their 
meddlesome activity frequently acts as a hindrance to our develop- 
ment. and hence irritates our people. | 


Reforms in a great measure ought to be left to thé virtue 
and patriotism of the State and County, and local control in these 
matters will bring far better and more satisfactory results. "To 
say the State cannot and will not do the right thing is disproved 
by what Wyoming is doing in irrigation. It.is in effect to say 
that self-government is a failure and must be replaced by bureau- 
cratic rule. ae x . 

In considering land in connection with the conservation of 
natural resources, we must bear in mind that every acre of land 
that will produce ten bushels of whéat should not be conserved 
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or.left in its natural condition, for the longer it bonds in its 
gatural condition, the greater the i injury to society., -Over one-half 
the land in this. State still remains in the. public domain, The 
United States is sole owner of these public lands, and has entire 
and complete jurisdiction over the same. Long years of custom 
and usage, however, have given our people the. right to expect 
certain policies to be followed out in disposing. of the public 
lands. "These lands. have cost the Government less fhan four 
cents am acre, and the opportunities for settlers to build homes 
and acquire-title to small tracts should never be abridged. The 
public lands belong. to the people and:should not be sold in 
large tracts to individuals, nor granted to corporations, but should 
be held as a sacred trust, for the benefit of all the people; and 
should be given in limited quantities, free of cost, to land hungry 
settlers. The lands in. the hands, of industrious settlers whose 
labor: creates wealth and contributes. to the public resources, 
are worth more to the United States.than if.they had been re- 
served asa solitude for future lessees, 

Disposing of the lands in small areas: tg- actui settlers pto- 
tects the. Government, and fills the State with homes. It builds 
up communities and lessens the chances of social and civil dis- 
order, by giving ownership to the soil in small tracts to actual 
occupants. The Homestead Law is a wonderful illustration of 
the soundness of this principle. Under its wise provisions, nearly 
one million homesteads have been patented, and this whole 
Western country has developed more rapidly and ‘substantially 
than any like area ever inhabited by the human race. All past 
experiences teach us.that the Government should dispose of its 
public lands for the purpose of settlement and use, and that the 
question of revenue deserves but little consideration. Today 
there is no public land in Illinois or Towa, and in Nebraska and 
Kansas only about five million acres. About two-thirds of all 
the lands in the United States have passed into private ownership, 
and unless some unwise policy is inaugurated, most of the re- 
niaiider will be taken up in some form or other within the 
next twenty years. ‘Today settlement is rapid. Every land office 
in our State is working overtime, and even with the lessened 
opportunities for acquiring title to public lands now prevailing, 
thousands of land filings by new settlers are being made every 
month. 

In my judgment, it is impossible for the Federal Govern- 
ment to provide any form for the leasing or direct control of our 
public domain, without retarding this "settlement, and, any re- 
tarding of settlement is to be deplored. Rather let us invite 
gradual and natural evolution, "which will benefit all our people. ` 


Whatever steps are necessary to provide for the proper con- 
servation of our mineral resources, should be taken largely by the 
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State. Proper conservation means the prevention of unneces- 
sary waste and all forms of reckless exploitation. Conservation 
which means stagnation should be guarded against." Some school 
lands, belonging to the State, have been found to contain valuable 
coal measures. The State has changed its policy relative to the dis- 
position of these lands. Direct sale to corporations and syndicates 
is no longer made. Instead certain reasonable areas are leased 
on a royalty basis to anyone desiring to mine coal. By so do- 
ing development is stimulated, as anyone with little capital can 
start a coal mine on State land, by simply paying the State so 
much per ton, usually from five to eight cents for the coal actually 
mined. The State in time will have to see to it that these min- 
ing operations are conducted under such reasonable regulations as 
are necessary to prevent waste. This method of disposing of 
the State coal lands, benefits all the people of the State and en- 
courages more rapid development. Formerly, coal lands were 
sold at about twenty dollars per acre, but an acre of coal land 
containing a ten foot vein of coal will produce ten thousand 
tons, and this on a royalty basis of even six cents per ton 
will eventually vield a net revenue of six hundred dollars per 
acre. Following the same principle, the State grants leases on a 
royalty basis for the mining of oil, gas and precious minerals. 
I7nfortunatelv. in regard to our timber lands; the State 
faited to take timely action for the proper conservation of the 
timber, and the Federal Government has now stepped in, and is 
managing this natural resource for us. The innumerable com- 
plaints relative to Federal Forest Reserve administration, well 
illustrate what we may expect, should we fail to do our duty, 
and meet courageously and sensibly this awakening of the public 
conscience relative to the conservation of all natural resources. 


Last year it cost the Federal Government over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars to manage the Wyoming Forest Reserves 
for us, I venture the assertion that the State could have ac- 
complished better results for one-third the money. Last year 
our people were taxed over $160,000 for privileges on the Forest 
Reserves, and 75 per cent of these receipts were used by the 
Forestry Service, partly in administrating Wyoming Foresi Re- 
serves, and partly in carrying on the service in great states 
like New York and Pennsylvania, free of cost. "This, of course, 
is a rank injustice to Wyoming. I would earnestly recommend 
that this Legislature consider this subject, broadly, and take 
proper action relative to these great questions. 

T would suggest the appointment of an Advisory Commis- 
sion on Natural Resources. This commission to study the ques- 
tions of forestry preservation, and the conservation of our water, 
land and mineral resources, and to co-operate with the Federal 
Government in every possible way. This Commission could con- 
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sist of State officials, who are to serve without additional com- 
pensation. Such a commission could be created, consitsing. of 
the State Engineer, Land Commissioner, State Geologist and At- 
torney General, and could be given power and authority to em- 
ploy a chief clerk at a regular fixed salary, to fully investigate 
this entire subject, and from time to time report to future Legis- 
latures the results of their labors, and outline necessary laws 
to enforce the proper conservation of our natural resources for 
the benefit of all the people. 

I would also recommend a memorial to Congress advocating 
the Jargest measure of supervision of the natural resources of 
Wyoming by the State, and a memorial protesting against the 
leasing or control of the public domain by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


REVISED STATUTES. 


Since 1899, the date of the last revision, there have been 
four sessions of the Legislature, the laws of which are published 
in separate volumes, and another volume will be added contain- 
ing the laws to be passed in the present session. So many 
changes in the Statutes have been made and the laws now in 
force are scattered through so many volumes, that there is urgent 
necessity for another revision. 

Recently the Legislature of the State of Colorado provided , 
for such a revision and passed a law for the Supreme Court of 
the State to appoint a Commissioner, who, with the. Secretary of 
State, prepared and issued the complete Statutes of Colorado. 
I have obtained a copy of the Colorado bill us your consider- 

ation. 

'This is a very important matter, and in order to provide 
for the best kind of revision at reasonable cost, the subject 
should receive your early and thorough consideration. Doubtless 
there are several ways to revise the Statutes; but the main 
thing is to do it, and do it right. 


GOOD ROADS. i 


My attention is frequently called to the various movements 
to secure better legislation for obtaining good roads. Many of 
the Western states are now seriously considering the matter. 

It would seem that some intelligent system could be out- 
lined providing for better and more permanent road construc- 
tion. 

CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, permit me to express the hope that the service 
you are about to render the State will be so faithful and efficient 
that for all time it will endure the test of every just scrutiny. 
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The utility of your labors will not depend so much upon the 
number of bills and abundance of legislation, as upon thé care 
and quality of your enactments. Propositions, local: and special 
in their nature, in which the public is not vitally concerned should 
be avoided. Primary consideration should be given to weighty 
and urgent subjects of legislation. We need only a comparatively ` 
few, well digested laws, and the exercise of strict economy, to 
bring about the greatest success. ` 

I take this opportunity to thank the several State officers 
and deputies for their uniform kindness and courtesv in the per- 
formance of all official duties, and the several officers and em- 
ployes of the State institutions are equally deserving of com- 
mendation. i 

I will only add that I amı anxious at all times tọ co-operate 
with vou in securing sound legislation and in the maintenance 
of good, Christian Government.

have the power, and he is hereby authorized, to send the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, or any other person or persons by him authorized, for 
any or all members absent without leave.

II. He shall preserve order and decorum, and may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, 
rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall de- 
cide points of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Senate.

Upon being 
recognized by the President, he shall make the following an- 
nouncement: "I ask leave to introduce a bill" The bill shall 
then be sent by the Page to the Chief Clerk, and the Reading

IS. After a bill has been reported back to the Senate by the 
committee to whom the same was referred, it shall Be placed on 
the general file, and in its regular order and at the proper time it 
shall be taken up and considered by the Senate in the Committee 
of the Whole, and, after the committee rise and report, the bill 
shall Jay over one day before it shall be read the second time. 


ENGROSSED AND READ A TITIRD TIMI, 


16. The final question on the second reading of every bill, 
resolution or paper originatiug in the Senate and requiring three 
readings previous to being passed, shall be: “Shall the bill be 
engrossed and read a third time?" And upon every such bill or 
paper originating in the House the question shall be: “Shall the 
bill be read a third time?" And, unless objections be made there- 
to, the President may so order in each of said cases. 


QUESTION ON PASSAGE OF BILLS. 


17. Upon a third reading of a bill the question shall be 
stated thus: “This bill (naming it by number and title) having 
been read three several times, the question is: ‘Shall the bill

18. On the passage of all bills, joint resolutions and memo- 
rials, the yeas and nays shall be taken. 


CANNOT VOTE AFTER DECISION. 


19. When the yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, 
in pursuance of the above rule, no member shall be permitted un- 
der any circumstances whatever to vote after the decision is an- 
nounced from the chair. 


RESOLUTIONS GRANTING MONEY OR REQUIRING SIGNATURE OF THE 
GOVERNOR. 


20. All resolutions to grant money out of the contingent 
fund or any other fund, or requiring the aprpoval and signature 
of the Governor, shall be introduced and disposed of in a similar 
manner to bills. 

THREE READINGS. 


21. Every bill shall receive three several readings, previous 
to its being passed, and the President shall give notice at each 
reading, whether it ‘be the first, second or third reading, which 
readings shall be on three several days, unless the Senate other- 
wise direct by a two-thirds vote. The President,may direct that 
a bill be read by title only when on the first and second readings, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. 


NO AMENDMENT AFTER THIRD READING. 


22. After the third reading of a bill or resolution no amend- 
ment shall be in order, except to fill blanks, without the unani- 
mous consent of the Senate: i Provided, always, That any bill or

25. When the reading of a paper is called for it shall be 
read unless the same is objected to by some member, in which 
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case the question shall be determined by a vote of the Senate, and 
without debate or amendment. : 


7 ENGROSSMENT. 
26. When any bill or joint resolution shall be ordered to be 
engrossed, the same shall be considered as having been referred 
to the Committee on Engrossment, who shall at once, without 


further order, take charge of the bill or joint resolution and cause 
the same to be correctly engrossed. 


PRIVILEGED REPORTS. 


27. The Committees on Engrossment, Enrollment and Joint 
Printing shall have leave to report at any time when the Senate 
is in session. 


BUSINESS—HOW CONDUCTED. 
ADDRESSING THE PRESIDENT. 


28. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any 
matter to the Senate, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to "Mr. President," and shall confine himself to 
the question under consideration and avoid personalities, and 
when he has finished he shall take his seat. 


PRESIDENT TO DECIDE WHO SHALL HAVE THÉ FLOOR. 


20. When two or more members shall arise at the same 
time, the President shall name the person who is to speak first. 


CALL TO ORDER WHILE SPEAKING. 


30. When a member is called to order while speaking, he 
shall forthwith take his seat until it shall be determined whether 
or not he is in order, except he be permitted to explain; and if a 
member be called to order for words spoken in debate the ex- 
ceptionable words shall be immediately taken down in writing 
by the Chief Clerk, so that the President and Senate may be bet- 
ter able to judge of the matter. 

31. A member rising to a point of order may be allowed 
five minutes in which to state his grounds. 


MAY SPEAK TWICE ONLY TO SAME QUESTION, 


32. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question on the same day without leave of the Senate. 


INTERRUPTION TO BUSINESS. 


33. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any per- ^ 
son or persons whomsoever upon the floor of the Senate to pre- 
sent any petition, memorial or address, or to hear any such read. 
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34. No member shall speak to another or otherwise inter- 
rupt the business of the Senate, or read any newspaper while the 
journal or public papers are being read before the Senate, or 
when any member is speaking in any debate. 


PROCEEDINGS TO BE RECORDED. 

35. The proceedings of the Senate, when not acting as a 
Committee of the Whole, shall be entered on the journal as con- 
cisely as possible, care being taken to detail a true and accurate 
account of its proceedings; ‘but every vote of the Senate shall be 
entered on the journal, and a brief reference to the contents of 
each petition, memorial or paper presented in the Senate shall also 
be inserted in the journal. 


MOTIONS. 


36. No motion shall be debated until the same shall have 
been "stated by the chair. 


SHALL BE REDUCED TO WRITING, IF DESIRED. 

37. AH motions (except to adjourn, postpone, or commit) 
shall be reduced to writing, if desired by the chair or any mem- 
ber. A = 

WITHDRAWAL OF MOTION. 

38. If no one objects, any motion may be withdrawn by the 
mover at any time before a decision, amendment, or ordering of 
the veas and nays, except a motion to reconsider, which shall not 
be withdrawn without leave of the Senate. - 


WHEN QUESTION IS UNDER DEBATE. 

39. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received, except: 
'To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 
For the previous question. 
'To postpone to a certain date. 
To commit. 
To amend. 
To postpone indefinitely. 

And ‘hese several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they herein stand arranged. 


MOTIONS TO COMMIT. 


40. If it be proposed to refer the same subject to a Com- 
mittee of the Whole, to a standing committee, and to a select 
committee, they shall be voted on in the order here given.

MOTIONS TO RECONSIDER. 


4t. When a motion has been once made, and carried in the 
affirmative or negative; it shall be in order for any member of the

majority to move for the reconsideration thereof on the same or 
succeeding day; and such motion shall take precedence of all 
other questions, except a motion to adjourn. But no motion for 
the reconsideration of any vote shall be in order after a bill, reso- 
lution or report, upon which said vote was taken, shall have gone 
out of the possession of the Senate. It shall be in order for a 
member who voted with the majority to give notice that he will 
on that day or the next succeeding day move a reconsideration, 
and in such case no such bill, resolution or report shall be taken

THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

43. Any member may move the previous question, and if it 
be seconded by three other members, the previous question shall 
be put in this form: "Shall the main question be now put?” The 
object of this motion is to bring the Senate to a vote on the pend- 
ing question without further discussion, and if the motion fails, 
the discussion may proceed the same as if the motion had not 
been made; if carried, all debate shall cease, and the President 
shall immediately put the main question to vote—first on proposed 
amendments in their order, and then on the main question, with- 
out debate or further amendment; Provided, That a motion to 
adjourn and a call of the Senate shall each be in order after the 
previous question has been sustained, and before the main ques- 
tion is put, but no other motion or call shall be in order, except to 
receive the report of the Sergeant-at- Arms, or to dispense with 
the proceedings under the call, and all motions and proceedings 
authorized by this rule shall be decided without debate, whether 
on appeal or otherwise. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


RULES OF THE SENATE TO BE OBSERVED. 


44. The rules of the Senate shall be observed in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, so far as they may be applicable, except that 
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the yeas and nays shall not be taken, nor the previous question 
allowed, and there shall be no limit to the number of speeches. 


MOTION TO RISE, ` 


45. A motion that the committee rise shall alway be in 
order, and shall be decided without debate. 


MEMORIALS TO CONGRESS. 
46. Memorials to Congress or to the President of the 
United States must be considered in Committee of the Whole 
before being adopted. 


. FILLING BLANKS. 
47. In filing up blanks the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be put first. 


DIVISION OF QUESTION. 

48. Any member may call for a division of the question, 
which shall be divided if it comprehend propositions in substance 
so distinct that, one being taken away, a substantive proposition 
shall remain for tlie decision of the Senate. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike 
out being lost shall preclude neither amendment nor a motion to 
strike out and insert. 


CALL FOR THE AYES AND NOES. 

49. When a question is being taken, or about to be taken, it 
shall be competent for any member to call for the ayes and noes, 
which shall be entered on the journal, and the names of the mem- 
bers shall be called in alphabetical order as printed on the slips 
for the use of the Chief Clerk. 


SHALL VOTE UNLESS EXCUSED. 

50. Every member shall vote who may be within the bar of 
the Senate when the question is put, unless for special reasons he 
be excused, but any member present within the bar of the Senate 
who refuses to vote on any question shall be placed on record as 
having voted in the affirmative. A motion to excuse a member 
from voting shall be made before the call of the ayes and noes is 
commenced, and any member wishing to be excused from voting 
may briefly and pertinently explain his reason therefor, but when 
the ayes and noes are being taken the call shall not be interrüpted 
for any purpose whatever. 


PROTEST AGAINST ACTION OF THE SENATE, 


5I. Tt shall be in order for any member or members to pro- 
test against the action of the Senate and have such protest entered 
briefly in the journal.

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MESSAGES—HOW SENT TO THE HOUSE. 

52. Messages shall be sent to the House by the Assistant 
Chief Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, or messenger, the Chief Clerk 
having previouly endorsed the Anal determination of the Senate 
thereon. 

MESSAGES—HOW RECEIVED, 


$3. AI messages shall be announced by the proper officer at 
the door of the Senate, and may be received in any state of busi- 
ness except when a question is being put, while the veas and 
nays are being called, or while the ballots are being taken. 

54. No person not a member or officer of the Senate or mem- 
ber or officer of the House shall be admitted within the bar of the 
Senate, except by special invitation on the part of the Senate or 
President thereof: but a majority may authorize the President to 
have the Senate cleared of all such persons, 


REMOVAL OF OFFICERS, 


35. Two-thirds of all the members of the Senate voting for 
the removal of the President, or any officer of the Senate, shall be 
sufficient to vacate the chair, or such office, as the case may be. 


APPEALS. 


$56. .X majority of all the votes of the members present 
shall be sufficient to sustain an appeal from the decision of the 
President. 
CLEARING THE SENATE. 


57. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby or any part of the Senate while in session, the President 
shall have the power to order the same cleared. 


s ADDITIONAL DUTIES OF OFFICERS, 


z8. All clerks and other officers of the Senate, in addition to 
their ordinary duties, shall perform such other labor as may be 
requested of them by the President. 


RESTRICTIONS UPON MEMBERS, 


50. No member shall be recognized by the chair, or be al- 
lowed to vote, when such member is at the time outside of the 
bar of the Senate, and no member, or other person, shall remain 
by the Chief Clerk's table while the ayes and noes are being 
called. 

CALL OF THE SENATE. 

6o. .X call of the Senate shall onlv be ordered, or a vote 
taken thereon, upon the demand of three members, one making 
the motion and two seconding the same by rising, Upon a call 
of the Senate, the names of the members shall be called by the 
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Clerk and the absentees noted. After which, the names of the 
absentees shall again be called. The doors shall then be shut 
and those for whom no excuse or insufficient excuse is made may 
by order of those present, be taken into custody as thev appear, 
or may be sent for and taken into custody by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms wherever to be found, or by a special messenger, to be ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 


PARLLAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


St. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Reed's 
Rules of Order shall govern the Senate in all cases to which they 
are applicable. and in which they are not inconsistent with the 
rules and orders of the Senate and joint rules and orders of the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 
62. No standing rule of the Senate shall be rescinded, 
changed or suspended, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of 
the members present. 


63. No motion shall require a second, excepting as is herein 
designated. E 


JOINT RULES OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. a 


I. In every case of amendment to a bill, joint resolution 
or memorial, agreed to in one house, and dissented from in the 
other, if either. house shall request a conference and appoint a 
committee to confer, the other house shall appoint a like com- 
mittee, and such committeé shall meet at a convenient hour, to 
be agreed upon by their respective chairmen, and shall confer 
upon the differences between the two houses and shall report as 
early as convenient the result of their conference to their respec- 
tive houses for action. 

2. When a message shall be sent from either house it shall 
be announced at the door by the Sergeant-at- Arms, and shall 
be delivered to the chair by the person by whom it may be sent. 

3. Messages shall be sent bv such persons as a sense of 
propriety in each house may determine to be proper. 

4. Notice of the action of either house to the other shall 
be in writing, and under the signature of the Chief Clerk of 
the house from which such notice is to be conveved and addressed 
to the presiding officer of each house respectively. 

5. A standing committee, to be known as the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing. composed of five members, two of whom 
shall be from the Senate and three from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, shall be appointed, the presiding officer of each house 
selecting the members to which the house is entitled. 


« 
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6. Every bill, joint resolution or memorial which shall have 
passed both houses, shall then be duly enrolled by the Enrolling 
Clerk of the house in which it originated. It shall then be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Enrolling, who shall carefully ex- 
amine it, compare it with the engrossed bill, and any amend- 
ment or amendments that may have been passed after it was en- 
grossed, and shall correct any errors that may appear in it. 
They shall. then report the result of such examination to the 
house in which the bill, joint resolution or memorial originated. 


7. After an examination and report, each bill shall be 
signed, first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
or by the Speaker elected or appointed pro tem, then by the 
President of the Senate or by the Vice President. 

8. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial shall have been 
thus signed, the Chief Clerk shall endorse on the back thereof, 
a certificate specifying in which house the same originated. It 
shall then be presented by the Enrolling Committee of the house 
in which the same originated, to the Governor of the State for 
his approval. After having performed said duty, the committee 
shal report to the house in which the bill, joint resolution or 
memorial originated, the day and hour of presentation to the 
Governor, which facts shall be entered upon the journal of said 
house. Said committee is further empowered to report at any 
time to eithér house, any matter committed to it. 

9. When a bill joint resolution or memorial which shall 
have passed in one house shall be rejected by the other, notice 
thereof shall be immediately given to the house in which the bill 
was previously passed. 

IO. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial which has 
been passed in one house shall be rejected by the other, it shall 
not be brought in again during the same session without a no- 
tice of three days, and leave of a majority of that house in which 
it shall be renewed: but the same bill, joint resolution or 
memorial shall not be presented more than twice in either house. 


II. Each house shall transmit to the other house all papers 
on which any bills, joint resolutions or memorials shall be 
founded

Our markets 
extend in every direction, and Montana, Idaho, Washington 
and Oregon are some of the natural outlets for the great pro~ 
duction of coal in our state. Inasmüch as some of these 
markets could be more easily reached from the coal mines in 
the Dominion of Canada, owing to the proximity of the lat- 
ter to these markets: inasmuch as the wages paid in the 
Dominion of Canada to coal miners are lower, and the hours 
of labor are longer than those in the State of Wyoming, we 
are certain that the removal of tariff upon coal would do the 
coal industry in the State of Wyoming an enormous amount 
of damage, hard to calculate at this time. and would result 
in materially retarding the development of a great part of our 
state; and we protest against any legislation of Congress that 
would tend to bring about such result. 

We, therefore. do hereby memorialize Congress not to 
reduce the tariff on coal, and we demand that our interests 
be fully protected. We do hereby, further, earnestly request 
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our members in Congress to use their effort, so that the tariff 
upon coal will be left as it is at this time.

ments are made and in the event such assessments remain due 
and unpaid more than ten days after the date fixed as the date 
of the payment for the purpose, such companies, associations 
and corporations are authorized to close down any headgate or 
other diverting or measuring device used by any delinquent 
or by any person in possession of or using such lands and to 
refuse to allow the use of such reservoirs, irrigation systems 
and ditches for the purpose of storing water for or conveying 
water to the lands of such delinquent, until such repair or main- 
tenance assessments shall have been paid. 

Such companies, associations and corporations shall have 
a lien on the proportionate interests in such reservoirs, irriga- 
tion systems and ditches and upon the lands described in con- 
tracts for or deeds to such proportionate interests for the 
amount of any unpaid assessments, which may be enforced in 
a court of competent jurisdiction, as in the case of other liens. 
In all suits or actions to obtain a judgment on such account 
and to enforce the lien, when the plaintiff or complainant shall 
obtain judgment or decree, the cost, together with twenty-five 
dollars for attorney's fees, shall be taxed or recovered from the 
adverse party. 
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No restraining order or orders of injunction shall be issued 
against any such company, association or corporation unless 
the applicant for same shall file a sufficient bond conditioned 
upon the immediate payment of all delinquent assessments if 
such shall be found by a competent court to be reasonable 
and just. -

Report of Select Committees. 


Senator Atherly, Chairman of Auditing Committee, made 
the following report: 


The State of Wyoming, 
Tenth State Legislature. 
Legislative Chambers, 
Cheyenne, February 13th, 1909. 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives. 

Gentlemen :—Y our Joint Committee, appointed under pro- 
visions of law to examine the accounts of the State Treasurer 
and State Auditor, and the contingent funds of the several 
state officers and state institutions, have the honor to report as 
follows: 

We have examined the accounts of the State Auditor and 
State Treasurer from April rst, 1907, to and including Jan- 
uary I5th, 1909. These accounts have been carefully checked, 
proved and balanced, and were found to be correct in all re- 
spects. The cash balance of the State Treasurer was proved 
through reconcilement of bank accounts and certificates from 
the several banks of the State of Wyoming. The state owns 
a large sum of bonds which were examined, and your com- 
mittee takes pleasure in commending the class of securities 
that have been purchased and the safe and intelligent manner

in which their validity has been inquired into. They are all 
endorsed "The Property of the State of Wyoming," and are 
kept in a safe deposit vault. 

Your committee desires to express its approval of the in- 
telligent method of accounting which is employed in the State 
.Auditor's and State Treasurer's offices. _-- =- 

"[he accounts of the Treasurer and Auditor were recon- 
ciled with each other, and tabulated statements submitted 
herewith show the respective credits and debits of the divers 
funds, together with the reconcilement of the cash accounts. 

The tabulated and classified report herewith shows the ag- 
gregate expenditure of the officers and boards during the period 
from April rst, 1907, to January rsth, 1909, and such state- 
ments are respectfully commended to you for consideration. 
While the committee has been careful in examining the re- 
spective records of expenditure, yet it is possible that there 
are expenditures that will appear to members of the Legisla- 
ture as being excessive, which your committee has overlooked 
or failed to notice during the time the accounts were under 
consideration: In reporting upon the general expenditures by 
officers and boards we have considered the expenditures from 
the standpoint of conditions; and, generally speaking, we be- 
lieve most of them to be reasonable. The payment of news- 
paper subscriptions from the contingent funds during the last 
biennial period has materially decreased and your committee 
recommends that expenditures for this purpose be absolutely 
prohibited. 

In the judgment of your committee there should be su- 
pervision over all expenditurés. We have concluded that the 
accounts of all boards should go through the hands of the 
State Examiner, giving that officer the right to approve or reject 
any expenditures, as his judgment and the interest of the state 
demand: and that all moneys collected from the various boards 
should be turned into the General Fund of the state, and a 
sufficient fund appropriated for maintaiming such boards. 

Your committee recommends and has introduced a bill 
providing that all amounts shall be turned into the Secretary 
of State, who shall cause the same to be printed in detail in 
pamphlet form in or before the convening of the Legislature 
in each odd numbered year. 

We believe this will eliminate a great many small items 
of expense that we do not believe should be paid out of the 
state funds. And we further believe that every member of 
the Legislature is entitled to know what the money is ex- 
pended for that is appropriated by this body. 

Your committee has used every endeavor to secure all the 
books and accounts of everyone handling state money: and 
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we have reports from all except the Official Stenographer of 
the Fourth Tudicial District. And we, your committee, rec- 
ommend that the Attorney-General commence proceedings un- 
der Chapter 40 of the Session Laws of 1907, against him. 

Your committee would recommend the payment of the 
sum of sixty dollars and forty cents ($60.40) to the estate of 
David M. Elias, Coal Mine Inspector of District Number One, 
without the presentation to the State Auditor of receipts for 
said expenditure, the expense account of deceased Coal Mine 
Inspector showing the amount properly expended; and the 
receipts therefor are probably on the person of said official who 
so nobly lost his life in the Hanna nine disaster. 

Your committee recommends that all receipts taken for 
money expended out of contingent funds should be made out 
in full by the party signing said receipts. 

Your committee further recommends that this Legislature 
should enact a law specifying the time that each employee of 
the State Department should have for their annual vacation. 

We beg to acknowledge the courteous treatment accorded 
to this committee by the officers, boards, and other employees 
of the State Department.

Communication from the Governor. 


The State of Wyoming, Executive Department, 
Cheyenne, February 2oth, 1909. 
To the Honorable President of the Senate: 

Memorandum filed with Enrolled Act Number 15, Senate ' 
Tenth State Legislature, State of Wyoming, entitled "An act 
to provide for the creation of Washakie County, in the State 
of Wyoming, and to provide for the representation of said 
county in the State Legislature, and fixing the judicial status 
of said county.” 

The constitutional right of the Legislature to create the 
proposed new counties of Park and Washakie from territory 
within the jurisdiction of Big Horn County having been the 
subject of vigorous debate during the present session, I have 
taken occasion to carefully consider the enrolled acts of the 
Legislature, relating to both counties, and have sought the 
advice of the Attorney General, requesting his opinion as to 
their constitutionality. I have received a communication from 
that office, in which he approves the form of each of said enact- 
ments, but directs my attention to Senate Resolution Number 
3, passed unanimously by the Senate on the roth day of Febru- 
ary, 1009. requesting him to submit his written opinion to 
that body upon certain constitutional questions set forth in 
the resolution, with reference to both acts, further stating in 
his communication that, while said questions are now under 
consideration, they are apparently of such a grave and difficult 
character as to require further time to examine authorities 
and rules of law, with reference to them. 

I have secured and examined a copy of Senate Resolution 
Number 3, above mentioned, and find that according to the 
record of the Chief Clerk of the Senate, the resolution was 
unanimously adopted, after it had taken affirmative action 
on both the Park County and the Washakie County bills. The 
resolution contains the following recitals: 

“House Bill Number 20 is an act forming the proposed 
new county of Park from territory within the jurisdiction 
of Big Horn County.” 

“Senate File Number 36 is an act forming the proposed 
new county of Washakie, by the junction of territory 
within the jurisdiction of Fremont and Big Horn Counties 
respectively. The enabling act, forming the proposed county 
of Washakie, provides that the same shall go into effect Sep- 
tember 7th, 1910.” 

“The territory taken from a part of Big Horn County to 
form a part of Washakie County has an assesseed valuation 
of one million two hundred and fifty thousand dollars.” 
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“The territory within the proposed Park County has an 
assessed valuation of two million nineteeen thousand dollars. 
Should Washakie and Park Counties be formed, the valuation 
of Big Horn County would be reduced to two million two 
hundred thousand dollars or less." 

"Big Horn County has an assessed valuation of property. 
as shown by the last tax returns, of five million five hundred 
and twenty-one thousand nine hundred and fifty-nine dollars 
and forty-three cents per auditor's report 1908." 

The above recitals, as they appear in the resolution, do 
not show the amount of assessable property proposed to. be 
taken from Fremont County and included in Washakie Coun- 
ty, but do show that one million two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars of the assessed valuation of Big Horn County is 
proposed to be included in Washakie County. 

It may be a fact, for anything appearing in the resolution 
to the contrary, that the proposed county of Washakie will 
contain property of an assessed valuation of two million dol- 
lars, as shawn by the last tax returns, and therefore be within 
the requirements of the Constitution in that respect. 


The resolution further shows that the proposed county 
of Park contains an assessed valuation of two million nineteen 
thousand dollars, which is in excess of the valuation required 
by the Constitution in the creating of a-new county. The 
resolution states as a fact, that the creation of both Park and 
Washakie Counties from a part of Big Horn County will 
reduce the assesseed valuation of Big Horn County, as shown 
by the last tax returns to two million two hundred thousand 
dollars or less. If this be true, and a proper respect for the 
upper house of the Legislative Department of the State, pre- 
cludes me from even suggesting a doubt as to its truth, the 
creation of both counties leaves the old county of Big Horn 
with an assessed valuation below what is required by the 
Constitution to remain in apparent county, after cutting off 
a new county or counties. 

The Park County bill was enacted first by both branches 
of the Legislature as received my approval in the regular 
course. There appeared to me no very good reason why it 
should not be approved, as at the time of its approval the 
territory contained a sufficient assessed valuation and left 
the required assessed valuation in the old county of Big Horn. 
Other questions as to its validity, either appearing in the Sen- 
ate resolution, or suggested in the debates, I regard as being 
of a character that should perhaps be determined by the 
courts. 

In the presentation of the Washakie County bill for my 
approval, I am confronted by a situation somewhat different. 
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First, there is the present existing fact, as declared by the 
Senate resolution, that it leaves Big Horn County with an 
assessed valuation below the amount required by the Con- 
stitution. Second, the act is made to take effect in September, 
1910, Or in about eighteen months. It is clear to my mind 
that, if it were to take immediately upon its approval, it 
would be a plain violation of the Constitution. Just what 
the legal effect of its being made to take effect eighteen 
months may be, I am not in a position to state. Evidently 
an advanced date was inserted either'to evade constitutional 
objections at the present time, or with a legislative belief that 
old Big Horn County would increase its assessed valuation 
during the next eighteen months to an amount sufficient to 
give the act validity. The amount of increase required would 
be somewhere from eight hundred thousand to one million 
dollars in assessed valuation. If this increase should not 
occur, the act would of course be unconstitutional, when it 
takes effect in September, 19ro, and the effect of my approval 
at this time would, in that event, be an approval of an uncon- 
stitutional act. The Legislature, in its discretion, may have 
felt justified in assuming that the assessed valuation of old 
sig Horn County would show an increase during the next 
eighteen months of somewhere around one million dollars in 
assessable property, which would be necessary to make the 
Washakie County act a valid law. I know of no duty under 
the Constitution or laws of this State, which requires me to 
share such an assumption. In fact, I enetrtain very serious 
doubts as to whether the old county of Dig Horn will show 
such an increase, on or before September 7th, rgro. Aside. 
from an executive right to judge of such matters, and 10 
refuse to coincide in conclusions of a speculative character 
in approving or disapproving acts made to.take effect in the 
future, and to depend upon the happening of some uncertain 
event, for their validity, and aside from technical rules of 
constitutional construction that might affect the question, T 
desire at this time to go on record as being unalterably opposed 
to the legislative policy of creating counties by enacting laws 
to take effect some time in the future, either in order to evade 
present constitutional inhabitions, or by speculating as to the 
future growth and increase of assessed valuation of counties, 
from which new counties are stricken off. Tt do not believe it to 
be sound in principle, or in accord with a fair and reasonable 
public policy. 


I am convinced that territorially, a county should be 
formed somewhere within the neighborhood of that proposed 
by the Washakie County act, but there is no apparent reason 
why the creation of such a county, should not be deferred 
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until such conditions exist, with reference to assessed valua- 
tions, as are required by the Constitution. No particular 
advantage as to time would seem to follow the enactment 
of a law, made to take effect in September, 1910. An act 
passed at the next Legislature, which conditions as to assessed 
valuation, it is to be hoped, may permit, would afford the 
people of that locality a county orginazation, fully as soon 
as would the act under consideration. 

For the reasons above stated, I return this bill without 
my approval.
